THIRTY-EIGHT FAMILIES 


DERED HOMELESS. 


EEN- 


Conflagration a Great Blow to the Town 


—Miraculous Escape From Destruction 
of a 9700,000 Mill. 


COBCORD, N. H., April 2.—The most 


disastrous conflagration^ known in the 
history of the town of Suncook occurred 
Saturday night Thirty-eight f amihes were 
rendered homeless, and three large blocks 
are now a mftae of ruins. The loss is 
about $85,000, and the blow to the town of 
Suncook will be felt tot years to come. It 
was only a miracle that saved the large 
china mill plant, estimated to be worth 
$700,000, and three large warehouses a few 
rods away, containing 1500 bales of cotton, 
barely escaped destruction. 


A canvass made by the selectmen 


•hows tfaat over 850 people are homeless, 
with hardly enough clothing to cover 
their backs. The people were all em- 
ployes of the cotton mill, and are French. 
They lived in blocks like sardines, and 
were, as a whole, very poor. It was a dis- 
tinctive settlement of its own. and com- 
prised most of the working people of Sun- 
cook. 


The selectmen immediately took steps 


to relieve the suffering and clothe the 
naked. 
The citizens responded nobly, 


and the burned out are all comfortably 
located. One of the mill managers says 
the families will average seven persons 
each, and this, with the 80 boarders in the 
second block burned, will make it about 
400 people that lose everything. 


How all of the small children got out of 


the blocks at that time;of night is mirafc- 
ulous, and beyond a few slight burns, 
nothing serious is reported.

From this inquisition the follow- 
ers of the trial «re anticipating their 
choicest entertainment, for the jurist and 
ex-congressman from Indiana has a well- 
earned reputation as the most trying man 
who could be selected from the local bar 
to rake a witness.

that all men are equal in the ey.es of the 
law, and he has an unusual faculty at 
planning traps for a witness, leading him 
along different Hues of inquiry, which 
seem harmless considered singly, and then 
combining the conclusions therefrom in 
one question, which puts the victim on 
record in another direction. 


DEADLYJOALIN 


It Kills John McMahon and 


Injures Another. 


THAWING OUT THE RXPLOSIVK 


HAD TERRIBLE RESULT. 


Scenes at the Wreck Near Central- 


ville Sewer. 


By a terrific explosion of dualin at 9.55 


a, m., John McMahon aged 22 years, a 
Blacksmith's helper was almost blown to 
pieces, and Edward McManus.an old man, 
a laborer, was probably fatally hurt. 


The terrible accident occurred on land 


belonging to Agent Ludlam of the Mem- 
mack company, where Staples Bros, are 
putting in a sewer, to connect with the 
new Centralville marginal sewer. 


"It was a frightful sight which met the 


eye of a SUN reporter who was the iirst 
newspaper mau on the scene.arrivmg tlieir 
at the same 
instant as the ambulance 


and Dr. Ricker. 


A shed which had been used as a black- 


smith 
shop 
was entirely demolished. 


Among the blackened timbers was the 
trurk and head of a young man, the face 
black with soot, the eyes protruding, and 
blood stains on the lips. 


Over the body brother workmen had ten- 


derly placed their coats, for the terrible 
explosion had torn away the limbs and one 
arm. The dead man, was 


John McMabon 


who had passed from life—yea the spring- 
time of manhood, into eternity. It was a 
sorrowful throng which stood on the ed?e 
to the excavation aud gazed upon the sight, 
until another coat was procured and placed 
overthe remains. 


The Wounded Man. 


When the writer reached fie scene 


several workmen were supporting Edward 
McManus on a seat against the tool house 
used by the city employes. His face was 
blood stained but there were no external 
appearance of serious injuries. Dr. Ricker 
made a hasty examination, and then had 
the injured man conveyed to St. John's 
hospital. It seemed probable that the 
man was very badly hurt, 


Tbe ambulance left with the wounded 


man and Dr. Ricker said he would notify 
an undertaker to care for the remains. 


The Crowd Gathers. 


It soon became noised about tbat there 


had been a fearful explosion. The sho^k 
had been felt throughout Centralville but 
had only been faintly heard down town. 
In 20 minutes after the ambulance's ar- 
rival a big crowd was at the sewer. 


' 
How Did it Happen? 


/This was the prevailing question. Well 
nobody really knows but opinion seems to 
iive a solution. It is supposed that one or 
the other of the men went to the fosre to 
warm some dualin before using it in blast- 
iing. Circumstances point to McManus as 
the one who had the dualin. 
Just what 


(Occurred inside the house nobody knows. 
The explosion came, and when the smoke 
jand dust had cleared away Charles Mc- 
INulty, Thomas Pabey and Hugh Lennon 
'rushed into the ruins and picked up the old 
man and bore him to the tool house. 


Charles McNulty bad a very narrow es- 


cape from death as well. He was going to 
the shop to get a drink from his pail. He 
was only a few feet from the door when 
the explosion came. 


McMahon, who is killed, was unmarried, 


and lived on Winter street. 
Of McManus 


none of his brother workmen knew much 
\about him but believed he was married 
and lived on Market street.

MISSION AT ST. PATRICK'S. 


ELOQUENT SERMON AT OPENING 


OF MEN'S WEEK. 


Itev. Fr. MageimU Preache* Upon 
the 


Work of Salvation—The Necessity of He- 
pent ance— Every Individual Dependent 
Upon Self-Exertion. 


The men's week at the mission being 


conducted in fat. Patrick's church by the 
Vincentian fathers,opened very auspicious- 
ly last evening. Long before tbe hour for 
the beginning of the services, the church 
was comfortably crowded and at 7.30, every 
seat in the big edifice was taken and many 
stood in the aisles, and sat on improvised 
seats in different portions of the church. 


Rev. 
Fr. O'Donoghue opened tho ser- 


vices with instructions 
legarding 
tho 


making of the mission. lie expressed his 
gratification at the sight of so large a 
crowd. But the attendance at an evening 
service he said was no criterion in esti- 
mating the success of a mission. 
It was 


the attendance at tbe five o'clock mass 
which showed the earnestness of the men 
who were making the mission and he 
hoped to see large attendances at the early 
masses during the week. He then spoke 
on the importance of possessing the rosary 
beads, and urged the men to carry the 
beads even though they did not recite them 
regularly. 


After the recitation of the rosary, Rev. 


Fr. Magenniss ascended the pulpit and de- 
livered a very forcible sermon on the sub- 
ject of salvation. 


He said substantially, "The subject of 


life and death has always been and always 
will be a puzzle to unbelieving minds. 
They pronounce it a mystery too hard for 
human 
reason 
to understand. 
They 


cannot explain the power that pervades 
all livine; elements. To them the soul is a 
myth. The power which animates us is 
as silent to them as are the mysteries of 
the tomb. 


"For us, it is sufficient to know that the 


soul was created to know, love and serve 
God in this world, and be happj with him 
in the next. The idea of eternity is over- 
whelming. The thought alone has turnec 
sinners to repentance. We have no idea 
of the everlasting existence. Everything 
on earth has its end, but the six thousanc 
years of the creation are only drops in the 
'ocean of unlimited time. 
', "In the next world are two speres, one 
ik the abode of God and his angels, anc 
tpe other is the abode of those miserable 
cteatures who would not serve God in this 
wWld. Take your choice. You must livt 
in! either of these spheres,in ecstacy in the 
flt^st or in inexpressible agony in the other 


plf you prefer pain to joy, lead a life o; 


shame and sin, forsake God and your re- 
ligion. But, if you prefer God, be true, 
sincere and practical Catholics, and lead 
lives of penance and good work; hear mass 
add attend the sacraments of penance and 
eu'churist and pray for the salvation of your 
siul." 
/ The speaker then referred to the re 
dem^iion of souls by the crucifixion oi 
phrist, and impressed on his hearers the 
'necessity of caring for those irninorta 
souls for which Christ clothed himself in 
our despicable nature, and shed his life's 
blood. 


"This affair of salvation concerns each 


one individually. You couldn't hire a sub- 
stitute to flght for you in the world, the 
devil and the flesh." in the ail importan 
matter of salvation,you stand alone. No one 
can dispossess you of any reward in heav- 
en, nor can they obtain for you salvation. 
They can help you to obtain it, but they 
cannot secure it for you. The mission 
aries and priests will do all in their powei 
to aid, but all their efforts will be fruitless 
without your own work. God himself will 
not save you unless you wish to be saved 
He cannot compel you to sin or not to sin 
for then he would be taking away tba 
power of free will which he has given you 


To everyone, he extends an everlasting 


reward; and an everlasting punishment 
and your life will show .which you wan 
and will get. 


One thing is necessary, to know, live 


and serve God in this world and be happy 
with him in the next. 
If you lose every- 


thing in this world and gain heaven you 
lose nothing; but if you gain everything 
here below and 
lose heaven you lose 


everything. What will it profit a man to 
lay up the treasures of earth if he stores 
up no treasures in heaven. 
All the 


treasures of earth could not even open the 
golden portals of God's eternal abode. 
It 


is your good works on this earth that will 
obtain you a place in that blessed abode." 


Dwelling on the parable of the prodigal 


son the reverent father urged the congrega- 
tion to repent and seek forgiveness of 
their eternal father. 


Cut off all these false fleeting pleasures 


of this world, and kneel down in prayer be- 
fore your God. Save your immortal souls, 
redeemed 
by the 
blood of 
God. 


Crush the demon who tempts you, reflect- 
ing that it is far better to taste the pure 
and sweet delights of heaven.

COLUMBIA, S. C., April 2.—Sunday was 


i rather quiet day inCohimbla, and while 
there have been incidents of «, most inter- 
esting nature in connection with the dis- 
pensary troubles, there ha» been practi- 
cally no disturbances. Crowds have lined 
the streets throughout the day, not for 
the purpose of demonstrations, but to ?e- 
cure evetv item of news that can be had 
in the matttr. 


Early yesterday morning. Governor Till- 


man established a telegraph censorship, 
placing several militiamen, the moat in- 
telligent that could be selected, in chnrge 
of both offices, to supervise all messages 


Early in the day, the governor sum- 


moned the Governor's Guards to the execu- 
tive mansion. Headdressed them, saying 
that he was informed that their disband- 
ment was not their fault, bub that they 
had been overawed by a mob at their 
doorg. He told them that they stood be- 
fore the people of the state as a disgrace, 
aud that he wished to give them the op- 
portunity to wipe the staiu from their 
brow, aud to restore them to honor. 


Threw Down Their Gun*. 


He asked for some indication aa to 


whether tbsy would obey his orders, in 
which event their arms xvould be given 
back to them. As he made this assertion, 
five of thft-faen threw down their bayo- 
nets, and were quickly followed by several 
others. Their captain begged them to de- 
sist and wait until the governor had 
finished. 
Governor Tiilman, however, 


told them that their action was satisfac- 
tory, for he onlv wished to know exactly 
what their position was. 


He thea said to those who remained, 


that they could leave, but if they deter- 
mined to obey orders, to report to thfe state 
penitentiary. The remnant of the com- 
pany marched to their armory, and in five 
minutes thereafter they had disbanded. 


During the day the governor notified 


the captains of the other companies that 
the arms must be delivered to the state 
in less than two hours 
They replied 


that they did not know whore the arms 
were, and that it, was impossjoie to com- 
ply with his order. The governor in- 
formed them peremptorily that the guns 
must be produced. 


On hearing this a number of prominent 


citizens, in the interest of peace and order, 
advised the men to give up their guns. 
On their earnest advice, the young men 
soon expresed their willingness to do 
everything] in their power to put their 
captains in possession of the arms. 


Talked 1 to Troopt. 


At 5 o'clock marching orders were given 


to the troops stationed at the penitentiary. 
Governor Tiilman addressed them, say- 
ing: "As chief executive of South Caro 
lina, I wish to any a few words to you 
before your departure. I thank you for 
the promptness and zeal displayed by you 
in responding to the call for duty. Many 
of you have doubts as to the justice of the 
cause for which you go. 


"The reason of your going to Darling- 


ton ia caused by the dispensary law, and 
it Is law as long as it atanda on the 
statute books, and until it is repealed, or 
declared unconstitutional by the supreme 
court. The newspapers have sown the 
seed of diacord by teaching you that there 
are portions of the law which invade 
private rights. They know that when 
they say that, that they lie. The right to 
search private houses on a warrant is as 
old as the law itself. They know that 
they are not telling the truth when they 
try to make you believe that those men in 
Burlington were defending their liberties. 


"I said in my message to the legislature, 


that & large force of constables would not 
be necessary if the police of the towns 
would enforce the law, but they would 
not do this. The dispensary is not the 
issue now, but so long as it is on the 
statutes, so help me God, I intend to en- 
force it. 


"It is not a question of politics, to be 


fought out by ball and powder, but by 
the ballot box. So muchjfor the opinions 
that you are going to hold as tyranny. 
When the news tame of the trouble at 
Darlington, God knows that I was never 
more shocked. When the officers of the 
law were shot do\\ n, I was horrified. The 
sheriff telegraphed me he was powerless. 
My first and natural impulse was to ap- 
peal to the military of Columbia. 
What 


did they dof They surrendered kiglori 
ously the honor of being in the service of 
their state, but thank God, there are men 
loft who will obey ordera, and not be 
swayed from duty by adverse political 
opinions. 


Thank* God Some More. 


"Two companies at Florence and Suru- 


ter, did likewise whan the action at Co- 
lumbia was known. We then aee the 
spectacle of the adjutant general running 
over the state trying to] get' men 
to 


do their duty. When ordered out, the 
Fourth brigade »f Charleston—that crick 
command—all they did was to dicker 
with me as to what was their clut? 
Those 
cowards in Charleston did like 


those in Columbia Without* company 
at my command, I began to oast about to 
see what I could do to uphold the dignity 
of the low. Thaiik God, I have found 
them in you. 


"You are going on a delicate and dan- 


gerous mission. 
You must remember 


that the Darlington people are your fel- 
low-citizens, but they ate in insurrection, 
and it is necessary for you to go there to 
uphold the law. I learn that they de- 
Ktroyed a state dispensary. 
Nobody did 


this but the ex-barkeepers and their hire- 
lings. 


"You go as an arm of the law, and you 


must treat the Darlington people with 
consideration, but if you are ordered to 
ghoot, you must do it, or anarchy will 
prevail in thi« state. I hope to restore 
you to your homes as early as possible, 
but the law must be upheld, or the state 
government will be the laughing stock of 
the world. This ought to be a proud day 
for you. In after years you can hand 
down as a heritage to your children, that 
yon went to Darlington on Tlllman's 
orders, and you are proud of It," 


Troop* at Darlington. 


DARLINGTON, S. C., April 2.—Governor 


Ttllcnan's military train, bringing 12 com- 
panies and ;'^80 men, arrived at 9.80 last 
night. They were met by the local mili- 
tary company and escorted to their quar- 
tets.

at a o'clock today, and will In all proba- 
bility be the prominent topic of debate 
during the entire 
week. 
No Other 


measures are likely to receive attention 
without thu consent of the managers of 
the tariff bill. 


Senator llansbrough's bill for the ex* 


termination of tho Kutmiixn thistle up- 
pears upon the calendar aa the unfin- 
ished business, but it is fab: to presume it 
will be laid aside for the tarift1. 


Notice hug been civen of intention on 


the part of the Florida senators to call up 
the suspended Florida appointment* in 
executive gaudou, but the chances are 
that thin matter will also depend upon 
the favor mid convenience of those iu con- 
trol of tha tariff bill. 


Other questions which may pr««8 for 


consideration during the week are the 
Chinese treaty and tha proposed bill for 
the regulation of the Behring sea fiaherie*. 
Senator Morgan has stated that he will 
probably ask the senate to consider the 
treaty the latter part of the week, and 
there is a probability that the Behring 
sea bill will he considered OB of sufficient 
importance to call for prompt action.

should be considered important. 


The peunlon and fortifications appropri- 


ation bills are also on the calendar, and 
can be considered at any time, but they 
will not be pressed for the present.

The tariff bill will be tha only order 


after iJ o'clock each day of the week, or 
until the morning business shall be dis- 
posed of, and there will be two hours each 
day for the consideration of miscellaneous 
questions, which properly belong to that 
hour. 


Several amendments to the tariff bill 


will be offered 
by the committee on 


finance, after which Senator Voorhees, aa 
chairman of the finance committee, will 
lead off the debate. 


He will be replied to by Senator Alli- 


son, but beyond these speeches It 19 uot 
known in what order senators will be 
heard. It is quite likely that Senators 
JVlcPheraon and Hill, on the Democratic 
side, will speak t-arly In the week, arid It 
is known that on the Republican, side of 
tho 
chamber 
Senators Hale, Lodge, 


Cullom, Hoar, llawley, Morrlll, and 
Mitchell of Oregon are prepared to speak, 
but it Is not probable that even a ma- 
jority of these can be hoard during the 
present w«?ek. 


Indeed, if the speeches should prove to 


be long, as many of them will, it is likely 
that for the present not more than one 
will be heard in a day.

Heflddreaaetl thtiu, saying 
that he WQB informed that, tbclr disband 
mentwasnot their fault, bnt that they 
had been overawed by a mob at their 
doors. He told thorn'that they stood be- 
fore the people of too state aa a dlncraeo 
and that ha wished to give thorn tlio op 
portuulty to wipe., tho stain from their 
brow, and to restore them to honor.

Conflagration a Great Blow to the Town 


—Miraculous Escape From Destruction 
of ft S700.000 Mill. 
CONCORD, N. U., April 2.—The most 


disastrous conflagration known ia the 
history of the town of Suucook occurred 
Saturday night. Thirty-eight families were 
rendered homeless, and three large blocks 
are now a mass of ruins. The loss Is 
about 855.000, and the blow to the towu of 
Buucoofc will be felt for year* to come. It 
was only u miracle that saved the large 
china mill plant, estimated to be worth 
$700,000, and three large warehouses a few 
rods away, containing 1500 bnlenof cotton, 
barely escaped destruction. 


A canvass made by the 
selectmen 


shows that over 350 people are homeless, 
with hardly enough clothing to cover 
their hacks. The people were all em- 
ployes of the cotton mill, and are French. 
They lived iu blocks like sardines, and 
were, as a whole, very poor. It was a d is- 
tinctiva settlement of its own, aud com- 
prised most of the working people of Sun- 
cook. 


The selectmen immediately took steps 


to relieve the suffering uud clothe the 
naked. 
The citizens responded nobly, 


and the burned out are all Comfortably 
located. Oue oJ the mill managers says 
the families will average seven persons 
each, and this, with the 30boarders in the 
second block burned, will make it about 
400 people that lose everything. 


How all of the small children got out of 


the blccks at that time.of night is mirac- 
ulous, and beyond a few slight burns, 
nothing serious is reported.

under which the state becomes the vendor. 
The people have not given up the idea that 
tne state should not have such a mono- 
poly and accordingly many sell in viola- 
tion'of the law; The theory of the system 
Is excellent but unfortunately it is not so 
good in,practice.. The state legislature is 
giving a good deal of attention to those 
trho claim the Korwegian system offers an 
easy solution of the license question.

Buda-Pesth Pays Tribute 


to Louis Kossuth. 


BCBJHE9 NEVER EQUALLED BE- 


FORE IN HUNGARY. 


Attended the funeral Ser- 
vices Yesterday. 


HE KIND 
THATOUHtl 


April 2. — An immense 


erowd o$ peeple fa-ma all parts oJ Hun- 
gary, and many from Austria are in this 
eky> Hotel and other accommodations 
are at a premitHa, end late arrivals bad 
considerable difficulty in finding- quarters 
to occupy di»iag their temporary sojottrn 
here. The trains arriving Irom all points 
of the country constantly added to the 
crowds, and niany persons came on foot 
from towns and villages many leagues 
distant. 


The great center of attraction for the 


people was fie National museum, in 
which the body of Ksssnth is lying 5n 
state. It is estimated that at least 150,000 
persons of all classes entered tha museum 
end walked past the catalf aque. The pra- 
.ceasion was a^ient one, the only souud 
breaking the stillness being aa occasional 
sob from same woman, 


Several Impressive incidents marked 


the day. One was the visit of. a large 
number of riiaiczens from Transylvania, 
clad wholly in white, who deposited many 
wreaths on the coffin that was already 
almost hidden from view by the floral 
offerings piled upon and about it. The 
visit of the veteran Horived Hussars also 
attracted much attention. All these 
veterans eame from Szegedin and its 
near-by neighborhood. 


,Trne Deration. 


The 5000 inhabitants of Czegled, who 


walked in a body the longdistance from 
Shere to Buda-Pesth, in order to pay their 
last token-of-Tespect and love to the great 
Hungarian, anfeed safely, and their 
visit to the hall in which the body was 
lying, was one of the noteworthy inci- 
dents of the day. Many of them showed 
plainly the traces of their weary two 
days' march. 


Order was preserved throughout, ex- 


eept whan the great crush necessitated 
the barrioadiag of Esterhazy street, 
which created csnfnsion and disorder. It 
was intended to close the museum at mid- 
Eight, but when the proposed closing 
time arrived, such, aa immense crowd was 
still waiting to view the body that it was 
decided to k-eep the building open until 
8 o'clock Su-nday morning. 


When 2 d'dock eame tha doors were 


closed., and thousands of persons were 
turned away disappointed. This caused 
much anger among a certain element in 
the crowd, and stone-throwing and abuse 
of the authorities were indulged in. The 
trouble was not serious, and the disorder 
was promptly quelled. 


The streets were thronged all night, 


with constantly arriving deputations. 


Heartfelt Praise. 


The funeral services were the most 


solemn ceremonies ever seen here. They 
were held in ti>* Vestibule of the National 
museum, in the presence of the Lutheran 
bishops, members of the Hungarian diet 
and the Hungarian magnates. A 
--r the 


singing of the national anthem, in which 
all persons joined. Bishop Sarkany de- 
livered »n oration in which he eloquently 
extolled the patriotic services of Kossuth, 


Maurice Jokai dwelt at length upon the 


self-sacriSce fcssnth had made for his 
country, concluding with a touching fare- 
well to the dead patriot 
His words 


moved many of his audience to tears. 


The Burgomaster of Buda-Pesth said 


that the grave of Kossuth would become 
a place of pilgrimage for Hungarians, 
every one of whom felt the deepest grati- 
tude for the services Kossuth had ren- 
dered his country. 


"When the funeral services at the 


museum had been concluded, the coffin 
was conveyed to the funeral car, to which 
were attached eight horses covered with 
mourning caparison. The procession was 
then speedily formed. The streets through 
which it passed were densely crowded. 
Not a window nor a roof along the route 
was unoccupied. Business, much of 
which is usually done in Buda-Pesth on 
Sundays, was at a complete staudstili, 
all the business houses being closed. 


Everybody wore mourning, and the 


city presented a scene that was never be- 
fore witnessed here. 


The members of a thousand deputa- 


tions, carrying wr,eaths and banners, fol- 
lowed the Honveds as the procession 
moved along and sang national airs and 
Kossuth- Lieder. As it passed- the Opera 
House, thousands of persons massed npon 
the steps suddenly joined in the Kossuth 
hymn. 
Songs of Sorrow. 


As the combined voices took up the 


melodious air, the effect was most im- 
pressive. From the opera house on there 
was an intermittent rising of patriotic 
songs from the populace. There was no 
disorder. 
No police were visible any- 


where along the route, except, at the cross- 
ings. 


When the gates of the cemetery were 


reached, the funeral car stopped for a 
moment. ' Only the pal I- bearers, the 
Honveds, officials and Kosauth's relatives 
were admitted iuto 
the 
cemetery^ 


Throughout the march from the National 


**lnuseum to the cemetery, Kossuth's sons 


walked beside the coffin. 


The final ceremony was very impres- 


sive. 
Ss~cjral speeches were made by 


representatives of the Independent pnrty 
and by Honveds, who served under Kos- 
gttth. After the singing of a choral, tbe 
coffin .was lowered' 'into a temporary 
vault. At this moment, a touching spec- 
tacle presented itself. The immense as- 
semblage gathered outside the cemetery 
fell upon taeir knees and offered a sileut 
prayer. The ceremonies concluded, the 
trowel quietly dispersed.

PROVE THE THOROUGHFARES. 


Plrst Sale of Xeaied Land Brines 40 and 


45 Cents Per Square Foot—Prospect of 
Licenses Going Into This Section. 


A big improvement is on foot, having 


for its object the improvement of Little 
Canada, and the providing of better con- 
nections with the business part of the 
city. 


The Lodes & Canals company and a 


number of property owners in Little Can- 
ada are interested in the project and it is 
understood that before long a petition will 
be presented to the city council asking that 
Aiken street be continued in a straight 
course to Cheever street. In order to do 
this It will be necessary to cat off a por- 
tion of the large blocks now lying in the 
line of the proposed extension. Tbe 
new portion of the proposed stieet will 
be about 60 feet wide, according to the 
plans now being considered. 
The princi- 


pal owners, whose buildings would be 
somewhat injured, were the proposed ex- 
tension put through, are Messrs. Laporle, 
Harris, Farrington and Jodoin. 
These 


men have erected their blocks on land, 
leased from the Locks & Canals company, 
and.it is their intention to sell this land 
outright. It is understood that should the 
city council see prospect of benefit to be 
derived from the extension of Aiken street, 
the sooner they take action on the matter 
after the petition has been presented, the 
better; as it is claimed the Locks & Canal 
company will make better terms with the 
city than will private property owners who 
might acquire the land, through a sale. 


Should the proposed extension become 


a reality, then the idea is to close up 
that portion of Aiken street from Hall to 
Cheever street and sell it for building pur- 
poses, the preference being given to abut- 
tors on the easterly side of the street. 


This wonld give a clear way right 


through from Centralville, to the canal on 
Cheever street. But after a while the idea 
of the projectors provides for something 
more than this. It is argued that a bridge
